OF JOAN OF ARC, ARTICLE

form them, he was ipso facto excom- 
municated. Yet this bishop, already 
fallen under the censure of excommu 
nication, though not formally, con- 
ducted the trial of Joan of Are and 
called it an ecclesiastical trial, while 
despising the very least of ecclesiasti- 
cal regulations. 


Her Appeal to Rome 
Ignored 


“He detained Joan in a secular pri- 
son, and gave her English soldiers as 
guards, instead of female attendants 
as the Church prescribed. He threat- 
ened her clerical sympathizers with 
death and excluded them from the 
number of her judges and finally he 
refused her solemn appeal to Rome. 
For Joan, untaught peasant gir! that 
she was, did not identify her accusers 
with the Catholic Church. 

“She said to Cauchon just before her 
death: ‘It is through you, Bishop, that 
I die,” and during her trial, she 
solemnly declared to him, ‘I have told 
you Doctors that all my deeds and 
words should be sent to Rome, to our 
Holy Father, the Pope, to whom, and 
to God first, I appeal,’—words that, ac- 
cording to the law of the Church, 
should have suspended all further ju 
diciary proceedings, until the case had 
been referred to Rome. This, Cauchon 
refused to do and Joan of Arc 
condemned by a ‘packed jury’ presided 
man who was her

all authority and jurisdiction in the 
ease by the clear law of the Church: 
a man who had condemned the accused 
after she had appealed from the in- 
justice of the wolf-pack around her to 
the true shepherd of the flock of 
Christ. Her appeal did not reach Rome 
until after her death. But when at 
last it reached there, the official head 
of the Catholic Church ordered an in- 
vestigation, which engaged the mem 
bers of an inquisitorial commission at 
intervals, during four years. As a re 
sult of their findings and in answer to 
the solemn petition of Joan's aged 
mother made in Notre Dame at Paris, 
November 7, 1455, the ‘Trial of Re 
habilitation’ was begun December 12 
same year.

Winnipeg.—-From the desolate 
wastes of the Arctic barren lands 
the skin of a Polar bear will find 
its way to the Vatican city, a gift 
to His Holiness Pope Pius XI. 

"Way up beyond the Arctic Circle 
white men are few and far be- 
tween, the sparse population being 
made up of a handful of trappers, 
a few posts of Mounted Police, and 
the scattered missionaries. Eski- 
mos make up the remainder of 
what population there is, and it 
was the harpoon of one these which 
brought death to the hiige white 
bear. 

The gift comes from His Lordship 
Bishop Breynat, O. M. L. Vicar- 
Apostolic of Mackenzie, whose ter- 
ritory embraces all that part of 
Canada. The Bishop was recently 
the recipient of a generous dona- 
tion of twenty-five thousand franc 
from the Pope for his missions.

LITURGY LESSON 


Linens Used in the Ceremonies 
of the Church 


Rev. F. C. Falque. 

The linens which are used at 
the altar, but need not be blessed 
are: the Purificator, the Finger 
Towel, the Communion Cloth, 
the Veil:of the Chalice, the 
Burse, the Humeral Veil and the 
Chrism Cloth. 

The PURIFICATOR is a piece 
of pure white linen, 12 to 18 
inches long and 9 to 10 inches 
wide. It is used for cleansing 
the chalice, and to wipe the lips 
and fingers of the priest, after 
the Communion of the Mass. 
This linen is folded in three lay- 
ers, so that when placed on the 
chalice, beneath the Paten, its 
width is about three inches. Once 
the Purificator is used in the 
Holy Sacrifice, it may be touched 
only by the Clergy or authorized 
persons. The Corporal and Pall, 
once they have been used in the 
Holy Sacrifice, should not be 
touched by a lay person. 


The ALTAR CLOTHS are 
three pieces of linen or hemp 
used to cover the altar. The two 
lower ones must cover the whole 
table of the altar in length and 
width, while the top one should, 
in addition, extend to the 
platform on both sides. The use 
of one cloth to cover the altar, 
dates back to the earliest times 
of the church, and the custom of 
using three altar cloths, was in- 
troduced in the 9th céntury. 
These three cloths are pre- 
scribed, out of reverence for the 
sacred mysteries, and out of re- 
spect for the Precious Blood, 
which, if it were accidently 
s illed, would be absorbed by the 
cloths, and thus prevented from 
reaching the surface of the al- 
tar. It would be a grievous sin 
to celebrate Mass without an al- 
tar cloth, except in case of a 
grave necessity. 


As the altar symbolized 
Christ, so the altar cloths sym- 
bolize the members of Christ’s 
mystical Body. As the flax out 
of which the linen is made 
springs from the earth, and at- 
tains its splendid whiteness af- 
ter long operations, so must the 
members of Christ's mystical 
wry 4 endure the fires and trials 
of this life, before they can at- 
tain to heavenly glory. 

These Linens,—the Corporal, 
the Pall and Altar Cloths,—may 
be blessed only by the Bishop, 
the parish priest within his own 
arish, or any#priest whom the 


Bishop may appoint.
